M s By The Week. 
Poultry la pooled by the week, and 
settlements are made for each pool as 
It Is sold and paid for. The Associa­ 
tion may borrow money on eggs or 
ponltry in cold storage and it may 
also borrow money on ponltry shipped, 
and advance money to producers. The 
producer may stop raising 
poultry, 
but as long as he does raise poultry, 
he must deliver all he raises to the 
Association, (except as already indi­ 
cated.) Where a mortgage is placed 
on poultry, the Association may pay 
off the mortgage and accept the poul­ 
try for marketing.

Tlie climax of the convention w h s 
reached when the election of officers 
for the ensuing yenr was completed.

1 lie 
buyers ” he said, “want a steady mark­ 
et and believe it would mean better 
success than to sell at Intervals 
Mr Jarrrett further stated that up­ 
on his investigation in searching for 
ideas on co-operative marketing, ne 
found that tlio market on California 
almonds and walnuts a few ? « £ • * £ 
was poor and unprofitable. But in 
their final marketing association in 
California, they have placed these two 
products upon a surer and more profit- 
able market.

Prof. Kyle, ill drawing a line 
nearly 
geographically 
through 
the 
center of Texas as he could, north 
south, as to the pecan producting area, 
showed that there were ten counties 
east of that line that did not produce 
pecans, and wese of that line Uiere , 
were 71 counties non-productive. Total | 
production in 1010: 
Eighty.one couu- 
ies east of the line three million pounds 
were produced. 
More pecans, he said, wore shipped 
from San Saba that were produced in 
the total area east of the line. 
Counties on the extreme southwest 
do not produce native pecans, and on 
the extreme nortlwest pecans are not 
native, but are produced to a small ex­ 
tent under cultivation. 
It is believed 
that in the extreme west the alkali lias 
a bad effect upon pecan production. 
“It is difficult to 
state,” he said, 
“Just liow many native pecan trees 
there are in Texas, but from close ob­ 
servation it is believed that there are j 
fifty million native pecan trees in Tex- 
as. 
There are east of this central line 
about as many native trees in 
the > 
east as are west of It. 
’ 
“What is goiug to happen to tlie pe. j 
! can industry?” Prof. Kyle says it is j 
up to the people to say what shall be­ 
come of the pecan industry, for they 
have ail the natural resources to make 
this the biggest market in the world. 
I But he also said that wiien it came to 
j the number of pecan trees planted for 
production in all the states, that Tex­ 
as 
ranks 
sixth. 
He 
stated, 
that 
“Georgia, where the pecan is not a 
native—that state ranks first in the 
planting of pecan trees.” 
The next important question, “What 
will the altitude have to do with pro­ 
duction?” Dr. Kyle said that “starting 
from the coast country the altitude 
increase« and rainfall decreases, ami 
thus the different varieties of pecans 
are affected. 
Continuing Dr. Kyle said, “There 
is on Dove Creek a pecan tree 100 
years old, which will reach an altitude 
of fifty feet. 
In South 
Texaa 
they 
are not so high and are stubby. 
In 
different sections of the state there is 
noted a difference in growth and foli­ 
age; also a difference in the nuts. 
“In the west the pecans are Igrger 
and more marketable, but not much | 
difference, however, in thinness of 
shell. Pecans are much larger in 
Central Texas than in any part of the 
state. With that In view, the first pe­ 
can must have been hatched on either 
the San Saba or Llano rivers,” he 
said, “for the Llano river produces 
more pecans than any other stream in 
the world. 
“All the states outside of Texas,” 
continued the speaker, “in 1919 pro­ 
duced 25 car loads of pecans—both na­ 
tive and planted. In Georgia at least 
95 per cent of the pecans are planted 
on upland soil. Through advertising, 
Georgia has convinced 99 per cent of 
the United States that she produces 
more pecans than all other countries 
in the world, I do not think we need 


to fear competition ea*t of the 
Iftftlppl river.

be provided for your trees. There are 
hundreds of thousands of acres in Tex­ 
as that will produce pecan groves If 
given an opportunity. 
If you will se­ 
lect good land that you can give good 
cultivation—some will have to be Irri­ 
gated—you can make this land more 
valuable than any frnit-growlng soil 
known. The peach is not a native of 
Colorado, yet they have orchards there 
you could not buy for three or four 
thousand dollars per acre. What would 
your pecan be worth if cultivated hi 
the ideal apot of the world—in Central 
Texas? The day will come when the 
pecan grove will be worth from three 
to four thousand dollars per sere. In 
Georgia they now sell them from $600 
to $1,000 per acre.” 
Prof. Kyle suggested that if the tree 
does not produce a commercial peean, 
to work it

the rights of the states.

child lav«fr law unconstitutional. T hat, 
,rJs the second time in the last five j 
years that the Supreme Court has 
held the effort of the Federal Gov-, 
eminent to control the working hours 
and ages of the people in the states 
unconstitutional.

Supreme Court. In the case of Ham- 
Daggenhqrt, 
said 
with

law» “I r not only transcends the au­ 
thority delegated to congress over the 
commerce but also exerts a power as 
to a purely local matter, to which the 
Federal authority does 
not extend,” 
The far-reaching result of upholding 
the Act cannot be more plainly indi- j 
rated than by porting out that if 
Congress can thus regulate matters in. 
trusted to ltfcal authority by the pro­ 
hibition of the movement of commod­ 
ities in inter-state commerce, all free­ 
dom of commerce will be at an end, 
sml the power of the states over local 
matter may be eliminated, and thus 
onr system of government be practi­ 
cally destroyed.” The Court says in 
another place: “The grant of power 
to Congress over the subject of inter­ 
state commerce was to enable it to

The K u R im K im . 
There has keen a r * d deal of fuss 


in different parts of the states and the 
United Ht a tes about the Ku Klux Klan 
organization. 
I am not one of those 
who get badly excited 
over 
an out­ 
break of that kind, and desire to rush 
to the federal government for protec­ 
tion from its calamities, 
I am oppos­ 
ed to the anti-lynching legislation now 
before congress. That is another fed­ 
eral usurpation that will tend to de- 
stroy the right* of the states with ref­ 
erence to 
purely 
local 
matters. 
I 
would oppose also any federal legisla­ 
tion with reference to the Ku Klux, 
though I have no sympathy whatever 
for the movement. 
The Idea that it 
can possibly do any good Is based on 
a false assumption. 
The government 
and the Ku Klux Klan cannot live to­ 
gether and It's only a question of time 
till the Ku Klux Klan mu$t complete­ 
ly give way to orderly government. 
The constitution of the United State* 
guarantees to every man the right of 
a speedy public trial by an impartial 
jury of his peers. 
He must be eon. 
fronted by the witnesses against him, 
and have counsel for hta defense and 
his punishment can only be administer, 
od by legally constituted officer*. 
I 
am for the maintenance of the con­ 
stitution of the United Htates, without 
any reservations whatsoever. 
It must 
be our pillar of cloud by day and our 
pillar of fire by night. 
Federal 
Wet-Nursing 
Threatens In­ 
dividual Initiative. 
Along with this etieroachment upon 
the rights of the states Is also the 
spirit of wet-nursing every 
business 
and enterprise. There is a bill now 
pending before the United Htates, in­ 
troduced by Edge, of New Jersey, pro­ 
posing n bill to control corporations 
In the United Htates. 
This hill pro­ 
poses a commission that shall Investi­ 
gate the affairs of each and every 
corporation in the United Htates and 
give It a clean bill of health, or else 
a w rit of 
condemnation. 
This com­ 
mission will determine whether or not 
the corporation is acting in accordance 
with federal law. 
Of course each and 
every corporation has Its Hoard of di­ 
rectors and its legal advisors, but they 
have no such power of insight no such 
marvelous understanding, no such abil­ 
ity to work as this Edge commission 
is supposed to possess! 
In Heaven's 
name, what is there about an official 
insignia that will enable 
this 
Edge 
Commission to look into and 
deter­ 
mine the business operations of a hun­ 
dred thousand corporatioiiH* and know 
more about the legal phases of their 
doings 
than the 
hundred 
thousand 
boards of directors and lawyers, whose 
specific business it is to understand the 
conditions of every 
known 
concern 
upon which they depend 
for 
their

Onr 
state, 
county and municipal expenses, due to 
this same wet-nursing of Individuals 
and 
Individual enterprises have in­ 
creased. not In the same proportion, 
hnt enormously. 
The expenditures of 
the state of Texas are wasteful. In­ 
competent and extravagant; but they 
are not nearly In proportion to the ex­ 
travagance and waste of the Federal 
Government. 
Foolish 
as 
the 
state 
government Is and has been ,lt has 
never 1к*еп foolish enough to let con­ 
tracts on a 10 per cent cost plus basis. 
If the state government was as ex- 
travngnnt and wasteful as the federal 
government, it would take 100 mil­ 
lion annually to run the state, aud 
our state government is wasteful, in­ 
competent and extravagant, 
I remem­ 
ber in Ht20, looking the question up 
and ranking the statement that the ex­ 
penses of Hnl Boss's administration of 
the state were less than tin* expenses 
of our State Highway Commission. He 
spent less money in running the en­ 
tire stat«* government, taking care of 
our penitentiary, elemosennry institu­ 
tions, supporting onr schools and op­ 
erating our courts, than 
our 
Htate 
Highway Commission spent in 1929. 
Why, we have reached the point now 
where we do not even want the 1юу 
to own his spelling 1к»ок. 
We make 
him go to school, then force into his 
band something he can f«H*I no proprie­ 
torship in, thut may have 1hk*u hand­ 
ed down by a child infect©! with 
scarlet fever or some other w«irse dis­ 
ease. We need to catch lice from the 
children at school ; but now we catch 
infectious diseases from the hooks we 
do not own.
